The village of Palatine has no 
money with which to meet its bills, 
it has detaulted on interest pay­ 
ments, has 
expended practically 
all of the 1931 taxes which have not 
yet been collected, ov.es many thou­ 
sands of dollars in ether bills, the 
creditors of which 
may have to 
wait a year or two for their mon­ 
ey. 
No blame can be attached to 
the village officials for this con­ 
dition, but it is here and must be 
faced, yet there is another picture 
with the village 
as the creditor 
which is about to 
foreclose upon 
nearly 
1,000 pieces of 
property 
within the village because the own­ 
ers are in the same position finan­ 
cially as the village itself. 
It is 
a new “wrinkle,, that is being tried 
for the first time and the cost is 
estimated qs being 
over $2,000, 
which vrill be received by a clerk in 
the county building whose famil­ 
iarity with the books allows him to 
“dig out” the 
pieces of property 
which have been defaulted to the 
village. 
The village is also the creditor 
for about $4,000 gene I a1 tax mon­ 
ey that is being illegally held by 
the county treasurer. 
Up to the 
present time the village has been 
unable to get any satisfaction from 
the treasurer’s office but a final 
conference will be held next Mon­ 
day between Mayor Oltendorf, At­ 
torney Stenne and the county treas­ 
urer, himself. 
In addition to the 
general tax money, there are also 
! large sums of special assessment 
funds that are also being held in 
Chicago. 
The village of Palatine is' in the 
same position as 
scores of other 
municipalities—only about $40,000 
worse off, because of its inability 
to return to the county treasurer 
$40,000, the amount remaining due 
that office from a total of $48,000 
paid to the village by error over a 
year ago and used by the village to 
retire bonds. 
The defaulted interest payments 
included general bonds as well as 
special assessments. 
The cost of 
the new “foreclosure” proceedings 
will be paid out of the special as­ 
sessment funds, if there are any 
and if not will 
mean just that 
much more debts on the special as­ 
sessment funds of Palatine. 
The 
legal notice of the new proceedings 
were published in a daily newspa­ 
per at Chicago Heights at an ex­ 
pense of $238 to the village. 
The law 
provides 
that unpaid 
special assessments should be sold 
to the village if there are no other 
bidders at the tax sale. 
The un­ 
paid specials remain against the 
property, but 
the holder 
of the 
sales certificates 
is 
allowed to 
strengthen his position by asking 
for a tax deed two years later. 
The village of Palatine will pay ap­ 
proximately S2500 
to secure the 
deeds. 
On the other hand people , 
with,, claims against the 
village 
have no relief but to wait patient­ 
ly for their money. The ordinance 
authorizing above, action 
will* be 
passed at the next meeting of the 
village board. 
The debit of over $40,000 that 
the village of Palatine owes to the 
County Treasurer represents an er­ 
ror made by the county treasurer's 
office over a year ago. The mon­ 
ey was 
received by 
Mr. Smith, 
credited to the various special as­ 
sessments 
as 
specified 
in 
the 
statement that 
accompanied the 
check. A few weeks later the coun­ 
tv treasurer sent word that it was 
all a mistake and that the money 
should be returned.
